Now that Germany has capitulated, the 
military experts arc revising the iiecond 
guessing that began long ago, ond are rc- 
vamplDB their lists ol the errors by which 
the aazis beat themselve-i. Most such lists 
continue to Include nt least two fatal mis- 
takes — one, Hitler's lallure to invade Britain 
In 1040; another, his treacherous attack on 
Ruula. 

Monday morning quarterbacklng Is often 
Justly derided. It Is much easier to decldo 
correctly after a decision has been tested by 
an event. And Hanson Baldwin, the Now York 
Times' capable military writer, points out 
that wars never do go according to plan, not- 
withstanding claims made In official com- 
muniques. The best of generals make mis- 
takes. 

The Importance of current second- Ruesslng 
on German errors In World war 11 Is that 
everybody agrees that, except for them, Ger- 
many would have won the war. Britain could 
have been defeated before American weight 
could be made fully effective. By this time an 
axis "new order" would have ruled the world. 

Put It another way. Germany and Japan 
were itmng enough, in the opinion of In- 
formed critics, to have conquered the re- 
mainder of the world. They failed only be- 
cause of a scries of errors. It seems far from 
impossible that they could have won In spite 
of aereral of their mistakes, but they could 
not overcome all of them , 

If they had Invaded England in 1Q40 they 
would have found less than one fully equipped 
division aTAliable for defense. If they had not 
■ turned on Russia they could have devoted to 
western enemies the entire strength that al- 
most conqured the continent. If they had not 
forced the United States into premature bel- 
ligerency they might still have won. 

The more those Ifs are emphasized, the bet- 
ter. We cannot remind ourselves too often 
of the narrow escape we had. We must realize 
and never forget that the nazls are beaten 
today and the Japs will be beaten eventually 
by their own mistakes— not by our foreslght- 
edness. 

Twice, now — each time by a narrow margin 
— we have retrieved victory from defeat. A 
third Ume, led by a military technician more 
competent than Corporal Hitler, Germany 
probably would conquer us before we could 
take two or three years to build and equip an 
army and navy.

We 
have a good supply ot Oiark moun- 
tain oak buck rake teeth in 8 and 
B foot lengths. These rake teeth are 
well seasoned, and they do not warp 
like oak from the low lands. We 
have nice straight dry oak mower 
tongues, wagon tongues, and wagon 
reoches. Also dimension oak lo re- 
pair your haying machinery. 

Our stock ot oak includes I inch, 
and also 'i inch for binder alats and 
combine elevators. We recently 
heard from the mill In the Sunny 
South and are advised that the car 
of oak flooring will be ahlppcd the 
latter part ot this month. Thu floor- 
ing will be 13/16ths In. thick. One- 
half Inch oak flooring Is not being 
sawed tor the duration. 

That car ot fir flooring came in. 
It is B good quality like the previous 
two cars. We still have a limited 
amount ot Oregon coast Fir 3 inch 
bridge plank. This is good bridge 
material. Then we have some 3 
inch dry 3x13 fir plank that are 
Just the thUig for irrigation flumes. 

Prank Susy unloaded a car of 
round cedar posts last week that 
would be the pride and ]oy lor any 
farm. These posts are 8 feet long, 
and 8, T and t Inches in diameter. 
We also have those good split ce- 
dar posU at 3Bc each. We got in an- 
other part of a car of white asbes- 
tos siding. It makes a beautiful tin- 
Ish tor the outside of your house 
lasts a life time, and ciHts very 
little more than a good paint job. 
Ask Charley lo atiow you these 
shingles next time you aw In the 
yard. 

Asbestos siding and No Brick sid- 
ing are unra tinned items and they 
make a good aubstltute for cedar 
siding. We have two of those port- 
able (am tenant house* made up 
and can make immediate delivery. 
One Is a I room house and the 
other a ^ room house. These 
sold only for a farm tetiint house, 
unless you lint obtain ■ permit.
